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Casey County child recovering from dog attack

A Middleburg boy who 
was the victim of a dog at¬ 
tack on July 24 is recovering 
at home. 

Garrett Carrier, son of 
Crystal Sims and Dustin 
Carrier, is home recuperat¬ 
ing after a three-day stay at 
the University of Kentucky 
Children’s Hospital in Lex¬ 
ington. The 9-year-old boy 
was released on Friday after 
surgery, a blood transfusion 
and just under 100 stitches to 
repair his left underarm that 
was shredded, Sims said. 

“I would have died if God 
wasn’t there with me,” Gar¬ 
rett said as he lay on the couch 


in his living room on Monday 
afternoon. 

Garrett was mauled by a 
neighbor’s pit bull, Titan, af¬ 
ter his second attempt to let 
the dog’s owner, Jonathan 
Phillips, know that the dog 
was loose from his chain. 

“He has got almost 100 
stitches and a drain tube un¬ 
der his arm because it took 
out a baseball-size hunk from 
his underarm,” Crystal Sims 
said. 

Recuperating 

Garrett has slowly been re¬ 
gaining feeling in his arm. 

“He can’t feel the top part 
of his arm. He is getting the 
feeling back in the tips of his 
fingers,” she said. “He can 


make a fist but he can’t re¬ 
lease it - you have to pull his 
fingers back out for him.” 

Sims said that Garrett’s re¬ 
covery will take a long time. 

His first doctor’s appoint¬ 
ment is Friday to access his 
nerve damage. 

At least two surgeries, like¬ 
ly three, are in store. The first 
will be to reconnect some of 
the nerves. 

A second surgery will re¬ 
move the stitches and drain 
tubes. His arm will also need 
skin grafts. 

“The doctor said he’ll nev¬ 
er get 100 percent use of his 
arm back,” Sims said. 

Extensive physical therapy 
is in the future and Sims said

Students at the beginning of a new 
school year can always expect chang¬ 
es, and it will be no different at the five 
schools in the Casey County School 
District. 

One of the biggest changes will 
be how students pay for meals at the 
schools, said Casey County Food Ser¬ 
vices Coordinator Elaine Ford. 

New this year, My School Bucks 
will allow parents to access their 
child’s meal account online. 

Parents can go onto www.myschool- 
bucks.com and use a credit card, debit 
card or checking account to put money 
into their child’s account. 

“It’s going to be great,” Ford said. 
“The kids won’t have to handle mon¬ 
ey, can’t lose it and so forth. Parents 
will be dealing with it their self.” 

The program will also allow par¬ 
ents to see what their kids are eating. 
Parents will be able to see if their child 
purchased a meal or if they bought an 
extra milk, Ford said. 

A letter was sent out in students’ 
open house packets explaining the 
program in detail. 

Casey County High School 

A major change at Casey County 
High School will be the absence of 
Principal Barry Lee. 

Lee, principal since 2007, accepted 
a position in the district office as the 
Director of Special Education. 

However, Lee is working with As¬ 
sistant Principal Josh Blevins to make 
the transition as smooth as possible 
until his successor is named, hopefully 
this month.

Entering the fried chicken fracas 


I simply cannot believe all 
the ruckus that’s been raised 
over a man’s statement that 
he believes the Bible teach¬ 
es that marriage is between 
one man and one woman for 
life. 

Dan Cathy, President and 
COO of Chick-Fil-A, has 
been mercilessly pilloried in 
the liberal mainstream me¬ 
dia and on social Web sites 
such as Facebook for stat¬ 
ing his long-held Biblical 
beliefs.

Dan Cathy was recently 
interviewed by a reporter 
from the Baptist Press in 
which he was asked about 
his views of marriage. 

“We are very much sup¬ 
portive of the family — the 
biblical definition of the 
family unit. We are a fami¬ 
ly-owned business, a fami¬ 
ly-led business, and we are 
married to our first wives. 
We give God thanks for 
that...we know that it might 
not be popular with every¬ 
one, but thank the Lord, we 
live in a country where we 
can share our values and op¬ 
erate on biblical principles,” 
Cathy said. 

The fried chicken sand¬ 
wich magnate has also been 
heavily criticized and boy¬ 
cotted by the lesbian, gay, 
bi-sexual, and trans-gen- 
dered organizations for con¬ 
tributions Chick-Fil-A made 
to Christian organizations. 

Among those to reported¬ 
ly receive donations through 
Chick-Fil-A’s WinShape 


Foundation were the Mar¬ 
riage & Family Foundation 
($1,188,380), Exodus Inter¬ 
national ($1,000) and the 
Family Research Council 
($1,000). 

But what was really scary 
was when Boston’s Mayor, 
Thomas M. Merino, vowed 
to keep Chick-Fil-A out of 
Boston.

The garden, meant to be 
a stress reliever, was begin¬ 
ning to feel like one more 
thing that had to get done 
on a day already maxed 
with responsibilities. 

It is easy to get so over¬ 
loaded with good things 
that enjoying them gets 
buried beneath the very 
activity of doing them. We 
want the kids to play ball, 
then get exhausted from 
attending games and prac¬ 
tices; we urge them to take 
music lessons yet pant from 
one rehearsal to the next; 
we want to stay healthy but 
struggle finding time for 
the gym. 

Usually it’s not one huge 
stress factor that causes 
us to feel fractured; it’s a 
combination of several. I 
was frantically working in 


the garden after Lori and I 
rushed through the grocery 
store so I could prepare for 
a wedding later in the after¬ 
noon before I studied my 
sermon. And, walking from 
the garden to the house, I 
realized I was carrying, in 
addition to vegetables, the 
emotional weight of mov¬ 
ing my son next week. 

The problem was not the 
weeds in the garden but me 
and my commitments. 

We are overloaded: re¬ 
sponsibilities at work, 
email and text messages 
that seem never ending, 
junk mail stacked on our 
desks, and oh yes, house 
work and lawn work — all 
seem to pile on us like foot¬ 
ball players on a tackled 
running back. 

We get so involved in 
what we are doing that we 
don’t realize what’s hap¬ 
pening to us. One doctor 
has said that stress is the 
most harmful and wide¬ 
spread health hazard in our 
society today. So, what do 
we do about it? 

Take time to step back 
and evaluate your situa¬ 


tion. If what you enjoy 
doing has become burden¬ 
some, it may be because 
you’ve taken on too much. 
Ask yourself what’s truly 
important. Take time to 
identify stress makers and 
stress relievers. While we 
can’t always avoid stress¬ 
ful situations, we can make 
time for tension releasers. 

Rest. When we don’t get 
enough rest, everything 
seems worse. Our bodies 
and minds can’t operate ef¬ 
ficiently when we are tired 
and exhausted.

Save money by sticking 
to the school supply list

Parents looking to save 
money on school supplies 
should follow a tried-and- 
true rule they learned early in 
school — follow directions. 

“Make sure you have 
the supply list and you get 
what’s needed,” said Jamie 
Price, a sixth-grade teacher 
at Jones Park Elementary. “If 
you don’t, you may buy a lot 
of things that aren’t neces¬ 
sary.” 

Parents need to make sure 
the kids stick to the supply 
list as well. 

“A lot of times parents, es¬ 
pecially when you take your 
kids with you, get stuff you 
don’t really need,” said Kar¬ 
in Weddle, a seventh- and 
eighth-grader science teach¬ 
er at Casey County Middle 
School. 

Children can be attracted 
to school supplies that are 
more like toys. 

“Then we have to take 
them away from them be¬ 
cause it’s very distracting, 
especially to younger kids,” 
said Liberty Elementary 
teacher Sally Davis. 

Things like gigantic eras¬ 
ers and teeny tiny pencil 
sharpeners aren’t needed, 
she said. 

“Teachers ask for what 
they know is going to help 
that child,” Price said. 

Children are likely to be 


more attracted to supplies 
decorated with characters 
or patterns, which typically 
cost more. 

“You can buy notebooks 
for 17 cents, but the same 
notebook — with a charac¬ 
ter on it — is $2,” Price said. 
“It’s the same for folders.” 

Teachers don’t expect 
name-brand supplies. It can 
be generic, just as long as 
you stick to the list, which 
means sticking with the ba¬ 
sics, Davis said. 

“The basic things are al¬ 
ways good. One thing we 
never have enough of is pen¬ 
cils, believe it or not,” she 
said. 

All students typically 
need a backpack, pencils 
and paper. Elementary stu¬ 
dents often need crayons, 
scissors, glue sticks and zip- 
pered pouches while middle 
schoolers need composition 
notebooks, graph paper and 
several folders for different 
subjects. 

Price recommends parents 
stock up on supplies while 
back to school sales are still 
going on. 

“I buy extra right now,” 
Price said. “That’s what I do 
for my own children and my 
classroom. It’s a whole lot 
cheaper than if you wait until 
they run out.” 

And don’t forget to put 
your child’s name on every-

omore English. 

■ Stacey Preston will teach 
freshman English. 

■ Thomas Williams will 
teach geometry. 

■ Rachel Taylor, who pre¬ 
viously taught biology, has 
moved to the counselor’s of¬ 
fice, replacing Eddie Clark, 
who retired. 

A position yet to be filled in 
addition to the principal is a 
social studies position that was 
held by Shannon Williams, the 
new Assistant Principal at Rus¬ 
sell County High School. 

As in the past, Lee said that 
administrators and teachers at 
CCHS will make sure that stu¬ 
dents are following state guide¬ 
lines for being college and ca¬ 
reer ready. 

“That involves meeting ACT 
benchmarks and also meeting 
requirements for being career 
ready,” Lee said. 

For students on the career 
path, there are three levels of 
technical courses offered at 
Casey County KY Tech, Lee 
said, adding that students in 
these courses can take certifi¬ 
cations in the areas of Certified 
Nurse Assistant, welding, and 
electricity, among others. 

Students at CCHS will also 
enjoy a new computer lab that 
was finished this summer. 

“We’re trying to teach more 
business courses and our math 
assessments are online, so stu¬ 
dents can take these in the new 
lab,” he said. 

In addition to the new com¬ 
puter lab, students at the high 
school will find a newly refin¬ 
ished gym floor, complete with 
a likeness of Rowdy Rebel su¬ 
perposed over an outline of the 
county. 

Casey County KY Tech 

Carmela Clark, principal 
at the local area technology 
center, said the only personnel 
change this year is in the hor¬ 
ticulture program, which will 
no longer be offered as teacher 
Betty Wethington has accepted 
a position in Russell County. 

A class for pharmacy tech, in 
its third year statewide, is being 
offered for the second year at 
Casey. 

“Last year went very well 
for us. We had two students 
who completed the program, 
allowing them to take the state 
pharmacy aide exam, which 
both passed,” Clark said. 


The school will continue to 
offer an office tech program, 
health sciences, auto mechan¬ 
ics, electricity, welding, ac¬ 
counting and finance, and 
welding classes. 

Clark said that the school 
is looking to add programs in 
phlebotomy and EKG for next 
year. 

Casey County Middle 
School 

Principal Kathy Fogle said 
that Josh Patterson has been 
added to the teaching staff as a 
social studies teacher. 

Fogle said that students at 
CCMS can expect to see a con¬ 
tinued emphasis on algebra and 
getting students ready to take 
the class as freshmen at the 
high school. 

However, for many of them, 
that’s a chore that will already 
be taken care of, as more than 
180 middle school students 
will take pre-algebra and an¬ 
other 180 students will be in an 
algebra class. 

“We do a placement test — 
our kids are scoring on higher 
levels,” she said. 

The reason for the higher 
scores has to do with match¬ 
ing students’ math assessment 
scores to the appropriate class. 

Additionally, Fogle said that 
for students who stmggle with 
math, interventions are in place 
to help them achieve higher 
scores. 

Liberty Elementary School 

The major project happen¬ 
ing at LES this fall is the instal¬ 
lation of new windows and a 
HVAC system in the older part 
of the building, said Principal 
Boyd Harris. 

Harris said that the only 
teaching change will see Crys¬ 
tal Buis teaching first grade. 

“I’m excited about what the 
new year holds and even more 
anxious to see what the test 
scores will be in September,” 
he said, referring to assessment 
tests students took last year. 

LES consistently leads the 
district in high attendance, 
capturing the yearly high atten¬ 
dance award last year. 

“Kids want to come to 
school because our teachers 
and staff make it to where stu¬ 
dents want to come to school,” 
Harris said. 

Additionally, Harris said 
that if a student misses more 
than one day, either a teacher 


or another staff member is on 
the telephone checking on the 
student. 

“It’s a team effort,” he said. 

Jones Park Elementary 

Principal Shawn Pierce said 
that there are no staff changes 
at the school and no other ma¬ 
jor changes with the exception 
of new math textbooks for all 
grades. 

Pierce said that teachers and 
staff will focus on the new core 
standards that will improve 
common assessments that stu¬ 
dents will take this year. 

Additionally, Pierce said that 
teachers will continue to place 
major emphasis on math and 
reading. 

Walnut Hill Elementary 

The biggest change at WHE 
this year will be a changing of 
the guard with Judy Phillips 
as the new principal, replacing 
Tim Goodlett, who retired in 
July. Phillips formerly served 


as assistant principal at the 
school. 

Taking Phillips’ place as as¬ 
sistant principal will be Matt 
Willoughby, who previously 
taught sixth-grade math at the 
school. 

Other personnel changes in¬ 
clude Tim Ellis moving from 
teaching art to first grade while 
Susan Atwood will be teaching 
M.A.D. — music, art, and dra¬ 
ma. Atwood formerly taught 
music. 

Also, Hannah Wheeler has 
moved to fifth grade from 
fourth grade and Jerri Fletcher, 
formerly a special education 
teacher, will be taking Wil¬ 
loughby’s sixth-grade math 
class. 

Phillips said that there will be 
more interventions in math and 
reading in preparing students 
for the common assessments. 

“By doing this, we can focus 
on at-risk students that need ex¬ 
tra help,” she said.

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Hospital board adopts tax 

ADAIR COUNTY — The Adair County 
Public Hospital Board voted on July 20 to 
impose a 3.7 cents per $100 of assessed 
value property tax on county residents. 

The revenue generated by the new tax 
will be used to pay the estimated $3 mil¬ 
lion debt on the hospital and its clinics after 
they’re sold to LifePoint Hospitals. 

According to state law, the hospital dis¬ 
trict board is required to pay its debt, hence 
the need for the new tax. 

At the meeting, local residents raised 
questions about how the hospital came to 
be in debt, the amount of the debt, and why 
the former management of the hospital — 
as well as the auditing firm that did the au¬ 
dit and allegedly didn’t report the losses — 
aren’t answerable for the financial losses. 

Another question surrounding the issue 
is whether the new tax is subject to recall. 

The county is awaiting an opinion from 
Kentucky Attorney General Jack Conway’s 
office on the possibility of a recall. 

At least 755 registered voters who voted 
in the last election would have to sign a pe¬ 
tition asking for the recall to be placed on 
the ballot. 

However, because of a lack of time to 
obtain the names before this year’s general 
election, the matter would not appear until 
the November 2014 general election. 

Liquor Mart appeals ruling 
allowing liquor sales 

BOYLE COUNTY — The owner of a 
liquor store in Junction City has opened a 
business even though Liquor Mart in Dan¬ 
ville continues to challenge the validity of 
alcohol sales in Junction City in court. 

Junction City voters approved the city 
going wet in October and Liquor Mart filed 
a lawsuit stating that the General Assembly 
violated state law last year when it changed 
Junction City from a Fifth Class city to 
Fourth Class, clearing the way for the alco¬ 
hol sales vote. 

Liquor Mart, with stores in Danville, 
Richmond, and Lancaster, states it opened 
a business in Danville — about five miles 
away — because Junction City didn’t have 
enough people to be a Fourth Class city. 

In Kentucky, a city must have 3,000 resi¬ 
dents before a local option election on al¬ 
cohol sales can be held. The 2010 census 
showed that Junction City had 2,241. 

However, Junction City performed its 
own population survey in 2008 that record¬ 
ed 3,200 residents. 

Liquor Mart asserts that Junction City 
should be returned to its previously dry sta¬ 
tus as it doesn’t meet the residency require¬ 
ments. 

A second liquor store is being built and 
should be completed sometime in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Middle school library flooded 

LINCOLN COUNTY — Water that 
leaked into the Lincoln County Middle 
School library through the roof on July 13 
caused major damage. 

Although only about 100 of the more 
than 10,000 books were damaged, it was 
the celling, walls, and floors that sustained 
the most devastation. 

According to school maintenance of¬ 
ficials, the water apparently entered the 
building through the edge of a rubber cov¬ 
ering on a lower roof. 

When school personnel discovered that 
water was running into the building, they 
tried using a wet-vac to remove the water. 

However, with water pooling as much as 
1-inch deep in some areas, carpet had to be 
removed. 

Workers are hurriedly replacing drywall 
and ceiling tile in an effort to have the li¬ 
brary ready to re-open by the time school 
starts again in August. 

Officials didn’t have an estimate as to the 
damage or the cost of repairs. 

Corn crop devastated 

MARION COUNTY — Bill Peterson 
farms 14,000 acres with his brothers, Ber¬ 
nard and David, and his son, Albert. They 
grow corn, soybeans and wheat, and like 
many farmers across the United States, 
they have had a rough year. 

“Our early corn is already toast,” Peter¬ 
son said. “It’s beyond help.” 

According to the U.S. Drought Monitor 
data (which was updated July 17), west¬ 
ern Kentucky is experiencing an extreme 
drought, and the rest of Kentucky (includ¬ 
ing Marion County) is in a severe drought. 

“The month of June was remarkably dry 
throughout the state,” said Stuart Foster, the 
state climatologist with the Kentucky Cli¬ 
mate Center, housed at Western Kentucky 
University. 

According to data collected at the Me- 
sonet station at West Marion Elementary 
School, Marion County received less than 
an inch of rain in June. 

Through July 22, Marion County has re¬ 
ceived 4.46 inches of rain, according to the 
Mesonet data, but it should be noted that 
2.97 of those inches fell July 18-19, which 
was too late for much of the corn crop. 

“The recent rains have been a help, but 
they certainly don’t solve the problem,” 
Foster said. 

Much of the corn planted in Marion 


County was tasseling, a time in the plant’s 
life cycle when pollination occurs, at the 
same time extremely high temperatures 
came through the region. The hot condi¬ 
tions combined with the lack of moisture 
prevented many plants from pollinating. 

“We’ve got fields full of corn that look 
like it has ears, but has no ears,” Peterson 
said. “It never pollinated.” 

Woman charged with rape 

PULASKI COUNTY — A Somerset 
woman who is accused of raping a minor 
has pleaded not guilty to those charges in 
court. 

Christy A. Wilson, 34, pleaded not guilty 
to second- and third-degree rape charges 
during a court appearance before Pulaski 
Circuit Judge David A. Tapp on Thursday. 

Wilson’s attorney, Mark Stanziano, who 
appeared with Wilson in court, said that his 
client didn’t commit these acts. 

The indictment states that the alleged 
rapes involved the same boy, beginning in 
2009 when the minor was 14. 

When Wilson was indicted, her bond was 
set at $75,000, but it was later reduced to 
$15,000, according to a pretrial order. 

Further, the order states that Wilson is to 
be under house arrest unless she is to be in 
court, has an appointment with her attor¬ 
ney, or has a medical emergency. She is to 
have no contact with minors under the age 
of 16. 

Stanziano asked Tapp if Wilson could 
have contact with her three children, who 
are under the age of 16. 

“The problem here is that this woman 
cannot see her children,” Stanziano said on 
Thursday afternoon. 

However, Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Jeremy A. Bartley, the prosecu¬ 
tor in the case, objected to Stanziano’s re¬ 
quest, stating the alleged victim was report¬ 
edly Wilson’s daughter’s former boyfriend 
who might be asked to testify against her 
mother. 

Stanziano stated that no evidence existed 
that indicated the daughter was involved 
with the alleged victim at the time the re¬ 
ported sexual acts happened. 

Tapp didn’t modify Wilson’s bond to al¬ 
low her to contact her children. 

A trial date has been set for Oct. 8. 

Ellis named new principal 
at Russell County High 

RUSSELL COUNTY — Keith Ellis has 
been named the new principal at Russell 
County High School. 

Ellis, a long-tenured educator, coach, and 
athletic director, most recently served as 
the assistant principal at RCHS. He replac¬ 
es Darren Gossage, who resigned to accept 
a position as director of college and career 
readiness with the Russell County School 
District. 

Since it’s so close to the beginning of a 
new school year, Ellis has been meeting 
with faculty members in an effort to get 
ideas on things they’d like to see imple¬ 
mented in the school. 

The new principal said he welcomes the 
new college and career readiness program 
whereby students can now choose between 
being prepared to go to college or choosing 
a career path to enter the workforce. 

Another focus will be on raising ACT 
test scores throughout the school. 

Also, Ellis said that continued support 
will be given to extracurricular activities 
such as NJROTC, FFA, other clubs as well 
as sports activities such as football and bas¬ 
ketball. 

Two new assistant principals, Stacy An¬ 
derson, and Casey Countian Shannon Wil¬ 
liams, will assume these positions.

male employees as they were walking out 
of the restaurant. 

Campbells ville Police Chief Tim Hazlette 
said the women had counted the night’s re¬ 
ceipts and placed that money inside a bag to 
take to a night deposit. 

“They were confronted outside by a male 
person,” Hazlette said. “He physically as¬ 
saulted them.” 

Campbellsville/Taylor County EMS per¬ 
sonnel were called to the scene to examine 
the two employees. 

Hazlette said they were shaken up by 
the incident but not injured. Hazlette said 
there has been no report that the man had 
a weapon.

Authorities search cistern for Randolph

Casey County Sheriff’s 
Deputies are continuing to 
search for a local man miss¬ 
ing for almost three years. 

Charles Randolph was 
reported missing by family 
members on Oct. 20, 2009. 

Several prior searches 
of ponds in the Yosemite 
area have not turned up any 


evidence concerning Ran¬ 
dolph’s disappearance from 
his home 
at 18 
Cochran 
Road, 
just off 
Grove 
Ridge 
Road. 

Act¬ 
ing on an 
anony¬ 


mous tip on Monday after¬ 
noon, Deputies Freeman 
Luttrell and Jamie Walters 
searched an abandoned cis¬ 
tern. 

“The Dunnville Fire De¬ 
partment came out on East 
Yosemite Road and pumped 
the water out of the cistern 
which was about 10-12 feet 
deep,” Luttrell said. 

However, officers found 
no evidence that anyone had 


been in the cistern. 

“We’ll continue to follow¬ 
up on tips as they come in,” 
Luttrell said. 

Randolph, 55 at the time 
of his disappearance, is 
white, 5 feet 5 inches, 150 
pounds, with gray hair, a 
beard and green eyes.

he’ll likely need counseling. 

“When we first brought him 
home, he told us he’ll never go 
outside again,” she said. 

Now that Garrett’s family 
has put up a six-foot tall fence 
between the properties, he 
says he might reconsider. 

“They’re always outside to¬ 
gether playing baseball, play¬ 
ing in the pool or jumping on 
the trampoline,” Sims said of 
Garrett and his neighbor and 
best friend, Zach Hodge. 

The attack 

On the day of the attack, 
Garrett went to Zach’s house 
to invite him to play outside, 
but Zach didn’t want to come 
out when he discovered the 
dog was loose. 

“Zach was too scared of 
the dog, so I went back to the 
neighbors and knocked on the 
door, but they still weren’t 
there. That’s when the dog 
came after me. He went for 
my neck, but I pulled my arm 
up,” Garrett said. 

He punched and kicked the 
dog to try to get away. 

“He shook his head as hard 
as he could because he got 
mad at me (when I hit him),” 
he said. 

After about 10 minutes of 
struggling with the dog, Gar¬ 
rett was able to get away. 

“He probably got tired,” 
he said. “I grabbed a hold of 
my left arm and walked up to 
Zach’s house. Zach’s mother 
told me to lay down on the 
porch and she called 911.” 

Garrett’s mother was vis¬ 
iting her husband in Con¬ 
necticut, where he is working, 
when she received a call from 
the babysitter saying Garrett 
had been bitten by a dog. 

“She didn’t know how bad 
it was because he was at the 
neighbor’s and she was afraid 
to go outside because of the 
dog,” Sims said. 

Sims then called Zach’s 
mother and overheard her 
conversation with a Casey 
E-911 dispatcher. 

“She said he was losing a lot 
of blood and that his arm was 
completely shredded. He was 
covered in blood from head 
to toe and they didn’t know 
exactly where it was coming 
from,” Sims said. 


Garrett was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Ephraim McDowell 
Regional Medical Center in 
Danville before being flown 
to UK Children’s Hospital. 

After receiving consent to 
operate, the doctors cleaned 
out and stitched up the 
wounds, she said. 

Before the incident, Garrett 
was only a little afraid of Ti¬ 
tan, who is about 5 years old. 

“It ain’t never bothered 
me,” he said. “He just don’t 
like people knocking on the 
door because when he’s on the 
chain and people go up there 
and knock on the door he’s al¬ 
ways barking.” 

Prior incidents 

Garrett’s family and sur¬ 
rounding neighbors have had 
problems with Titan in the 
past, Sims said. 

“The last time it broke its 
chain, it chased me back in the 
house,” Sims said. 

She said the dog left bite 
marks when it bit Zach two 
years ago. 

“He was a good dog un¬ 
til he bit Zach,” Garrett said. 
“I liked him better when he 
was itty bitty. He was a pretty 
puppy.” 

Titan is being quarantined 
at the Taylor County Animal 
Shelter and is classified there 
as a pit bull mix, said Taylor 
County Animal Control Offi¬ 
cer John Harris. 

Sims thinks all pit bulls 
should be outlawed. 

“It’s the stupid pit bull in a 
dog — they’re bred to fight,” 
she said. “I think they should 
be outlawed as a pet.” 

As for Titan, “I don’t want 
to ever see the dog again,” 
Sims said. “I would rather 
have it be put down because if 
it has bitten once, it’s going to 
bite again.” 

Garrett feels the same way. 

“I’d be glad if it died,” he 
said. 

Deputy Jamie Walters, who 
investigated the incident, filed 
a complaint on Friday with 
County Attorney Tom Weddle 
against Phillips for harboring 
a vicious animal, a misde¬ 
meanor. 

However, Weddle doesn’t 
think that a criminal charge 
will be filed. 

“I’m reviewing the case at 


this time,” Weddle said. “It 
doesn’t appear that criminal 
charges will be appropriate 
because the dog was on the 
owner’s property.” 

Attempts to contact Phillips 
were unsuccessful. 

Garrett is disappointed he’ll 
be missing the first day of fifth 
grade at Jones Park Elementa¬ 
ry on Aug. 8. He will be home 
schooled until doctors say he 
is ready to go back, Sims said. 

But until then, he is enjoy¬ 
ing having “everyone wrapped 
around my little pinky” and 
getting plenty of foot rubs 
from friends and family mem¬ 
bers who visit him at home. 

“I’m proud everybody 
prayed for him because he 
needed every bit of it,” Row¬ 
land said. “He is a tough little 
guy and he’s still got a long 
ways to go.” 

Garrett would like to ask for 
the prayers to continue. 

“Don’t stop praying for me 
and thanks for everything y ’ all 
have done for me,” he said. 

Benefits 

As for the medical bills, 
Sims is glad her mother, Mary 
Rowland, and the people of 
Casey County and surround¬ 


ing communities are pulling 
together to help out. 

“I know his helicopter ride 
alone cost $25,000,” she said. 

Two benefit rides are al¬ 
ready planned and Rowland is 
working on getting donations 
for a silent auction. So far she 
has received donations from 
Wal-Mart, IGA, Pizza Hut, 
O’Charley’s and CiCi’s Pizza. 

A motorcycle benefit ride 
will be held on Aug. 11 begin¬ 
ning at 11 a.m. at the old Wal- 
Mart in Stanford and will end 
at Garrett’s home, 3092 Ky. 
198, in Middleburg. Registra¬ 
tion will start at 10 a.m. and 
is $15 per bike. There will be 
an optional $5 poker hand. 
For more information, contact 
Mike Myers at 606-303-3691. 

Afour-wheeler ride is sched¬ 
uled on Aug. 25 from 11 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. The benefit ride will 
begin and end at Rowland’s 
home, 1845 Angel Ridge in 
Lincoln County.

a problem,” Harsey said. “In 
the past, they have used my 
office as their show office, 
and that’s fine, but business 
stops for me the day they 
pull in.” 

Harsey is currently hav¬ 
ing to rearrange the office 
and take out sensitive docu¬ 
ments anytime event leaders 
arrive. 

“So basically my office be¬ 
comes the concession stand 
or my truck,” she said.

Advisory Board member 
Don Sweeney thinks the so¬ 
lution is simple. 

“Insulate (the building), 


finish it and make it some¬ 
thing you can use,” Sweeney 
said. 

Harsey said event hosts 
have been accommodating 
with the office situation. 

“The only complaint that 
they have is that this build¬ 
ing (Pork Producers) is so 
far away from the arena,” 
she said. 

The smaller building 
can be placed 60 feet away 
from the arena per fire code, 
Sweeney said. 

“There’s a nice flat over 
there about 61 feet away,” 
he said. “I know it’s an ex¬ 
penditure for fiscal court, 
but it’s something that just 
needs to be finished. It needs 
to be made functional for the 
purpose it was bought for.” 

The advisory board will 
meet again at 5 p.m. Tues¬ 
day, Aug. 14 in the Pork 
Producers building. 

“We’ve got time to think it 
over. Come into the August 
meeting with some recom¬ 
mendations for fiscal court,” 
Sweeney told fellow board 
members. “Then we can 
move it along to fiscal court 
for their consideration.”

Having fun on the Color Run

Amanda Hatter loves to run 
and loves encouraging others 
to do the same. Not only is she 
motivating student athletes as 
Casey County High School’s 
head cross country coach and 
the assistant track coach, but 
she’s motivating her peers as 
well. 

After several weeks of train¬ 
ing, Hatter and three other area 
locals made a trip to Louisville 
this weekend to participate in 
the national touring 5-kilome- 
ter race, the Color Run. 

“They really had a fun time,” 
Hatter said about her group. “It 
was fun for everybody, a really 
enjoyable day.” 

The run, which is hitting 
over 30 cities in its 2012 tour, 
describes itself as “a kind of 
experience that is less about 
speed and more about enjoy¬ 
ing a color crazy day with your 
friends and family.” 

Considered “the happiest 
5K on the planet,” the event 
is all about color. Each runner 
wears white the day of the race 
and receives a “powder pack” 
with registration, which they 
hold on to throughout the race. 
This same colorful 100 percent 
safe powder is sprayed onto the 
runners at each kilometer of the 
run and the finish is the “Color 
Extravaganza” where runners 
throw their own powder packs 
in celebration. 

“My running buddy and I 
have wanted to do it for a long 
time,” Hatter said, explaining 
the excitement of her and Me¬ 
linda Means over the event’s 
trip to Kentucky. 

Not long after hearing the 
news, the duo picked up two 
more participants: Hatter’s 
cousin Jessica Martin and 
friend Cheryl Richardson. 

“(Jessica) despises running,” 
Hatter said. “She would work¬ 
out, kickbox.. .you name it, 
she’d do it but she hates run¬ 
ning.” 

But the Color Run, which 
does not have an official timer 
involved, opens the doors for 
anyone by taking the pressure 
of a “race” out of the event and 
turning it into merely fun. 

Martin told Hatter she 
wanted to participate in the run 


also and Richardson joined the 
group as well. 

“For the last eight weeks 
we’ve just been working. 
Some weeks we met three days 
and some weeks we met five 
days,” Hatters said. “We used 
the Color Run plan and worked 
them up to being able to run for 
about 30 minutes without stop¬ 


ping.” 

The group would meet any¬ 
where from the end of their 
road to the track to get in a 
workout leading up to this past 
Sunday, race day. The run at¬ 
tracted approximately 8,000 
participants.

Watching the 2012 summer Olympics brings back memories 


If you have not noticed, I 
thoroughly enjoy the Olym¬ 
pics. 

This goes back pretty far. My 
earliest memories of the big 
games were the 1994 Winter 
Olympics when my brothers 
and I got hooked on the Nancy 
Kerrigan and Tonya Harding 
drama. They might kill me 
for making this public, but we 
were so inspired by the skating 
that year that we attempted our 
own performances in our roller 
skates complete with video 
commentary. Thank goodness 
that was pre-YouTube. 

My first memories of the 
summer Olympics came in 
1996. My family had a layover 
in Atlanta that spring, and I re¬ 
member my parents pointing 
out that the airport construction 
was in preparation of the Olym¬ 
pics. I was so impressed that 
my own country had the honor 
of hosting the Olympic games. 
I adored USA’s women’s 
gymnastics team who brought 
home gold after Kem Stmg’s 
heroic “stick it” moment. 

As I grew older and became 
more involved in my own ath¬ 
letics (I gave up skating...) I 
came to appreciate more of the 
events and learn more about 
the history of the Olympics; 
America’s triumphs and woes 
alike. 

Then the music became a 
part of my own competitive 
spirit year-round. Musical com¬ 
positions are big in my life in 
general (not because I’m at all 
musical, because I’m not. I’ve 
never played an instrument in 
my life. I just have a deep pas¬ 
sion for movie scores.) 

In my years of running for the 
Casey County track team my 
family put together a collection 
of strictly instrumental inspira¬ 
tional music that we would lis¬ 
ten to on the way to meets and 
I would usually continue with 
once at the meet. (My brother 
probably switched to some¬ 
thing cooler like Eminem or 
Metallica.) 

Along with many other 
themes were 4 ‘Bugler’s Dream,’ ’ 
introduced at the 1968 Olym¬ 
pics and John Willi ams’ 1984 
Olympic Fanfare (that anyone 
who watches the Olympics 
would recognize) as well as his 
“Olympic Spirit” written for 
the 1988 Olympics. 

This year I have kept our 
TV on nearly nonstop since the 
Opening Ceremonies and sim¬ 
ply walking through the room 
is dangerous as I get tend to get 
sucked into anything from wa¬ 
ter polo to rowing. And, I ad¬ 
mit, simply hearing the music 
is what grabs my attention half 
of the time. (In fact, I’m listen¬ 
ing to the music and watching 
the TV along with having six 
screens with Olympic updates 
open on my Internet browser 
as I type.)

to be able to do this, espe¬ 
cially be able to afford it — 
buying a vehicle a day.” 

For the third day, he 
bought a used car for $800 
from Shearl Murphy, a car¬ 
rier. 

“I carried for a year and a 
half in it and never had any 
more problems,” he said. 

From there Sears moved 
on to be a distribution clerk 
in mail processing in Som¬ 
erset and quickly got into 
management as the city de¬ 
livery and rural supervisor, 
a position he stayed in for 
about five years. 

He then became station 
manager at West Somerset 
and finally postmaster of 
Russell Springs for six years 
before making his way back 
home. 

Sears started in April as 
officer in charge (OIC) at 
the Liberty Post Office. 

“As OIC they can move 
you to wherever you are 
needed. Postmaster is a per¬ 
manent position,” he said. 
“I’m from here and this 
will be where I retire from, 
hopefully.” 

As postmaster, Sears will 
oversee about 4,950 total 
deliveries between the P.O. 
boxes and the rural deliver¬ 
ies, eight carriers, six relief 
carriers and three clerks. 

“It’s a pretty large area,” 
he said. “This is the county 
seat office, so it’s the largest 
office in the county — that’s 
another reason why I came 
here. We are safe and secure 
in our positions. I know 
the postal service is talking 
about cutbacks and every¬ 
thing else, but we’re not go¬ 
ing anywhere. We’ll be here 
from now on.” 

Sears hopes to see the 
post office and the commu¬ 
nity grow together. 

“The growth in the com¬ 
munity and county is going 
to continue to help this post 
office grow. The more peo¬ 
ple who move in, the more 
carriers are needed and 
that’s one thing we strive to 
see — the growth side of it,” 
he said. 

Sears is happy with the 
current crew he has and the 
welcome he has received. 

“I can’t compliment the 
crew enough that’s in here 


right now,” Sears said. “The 
way they received me and 
brought me in as their new 
postmaster — it just gives 
huge accolades to their 
abilities and the desire they 
have for customer service. 
They give 110 percent.” 

Not only does the crew fit 
Sears perfectly, the position 
and location do as well. 

“This is an area I know 
and that I’m very fond of 
and this job is the kind of 
job that every day when you 
walk in, you’re happy to 
walk in the door,” he said. 
“There are no days where 
I wake up in the morning 
and say 4 Oh gosh, I have to 
go to work today.’ I bounce 
out. I’m ready. It’s just com¬ 
plete joy every time I walk 
in here.” 

Now that he has achieved 
his goal, he would like to 
thank everyone. 

“I want to say ‘thank you’ 


for everybody who helped 
me get to this point in my 
career and for the people in 
the community who encour¬ 
aged me,” he said. 

Also, Sears appreciates 
how well the crew has han¬ 
dled the transition from the 
previous postmaster, Linda 
Hamilton.
